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Council Candidates 
Criticize, Explain 

At Candidate’s Night 


The livingroom of the Fos¬ 
ter and Margaret Buckner 
home in Sierra Madre over¬ 
flowed with League of Wo¬ 
men Voters members, their 
spouses and interested people 
from Sierra Madre last Thurs¬ 
day evening to hear City 
Council candidates explain 
why they should be elected 
or re-elected to the office 
in the April 13 election. 

Dorothy Larson from 
Temple City was the league 
member chosen to moderate 
the session, and announced 
candidates in order who pre¬ 
sented a brief summation of 
their statment for running 
for the office. After the pre¬ 
liminary explanations, league 
members opened the session 
for a question and answer 
period. 

Lisa Fowler, who won the 
draw as first participate, said 
she believes the “greatest 
challenge” of the council is 
maintaining “the distinguish¬ 
ed character (of the city) 
within the limits of a dim¬ 
inished city budget.” 

She believes the downtown 
area “has to look good,” 
should have a better pedes¬ 
trian access developed. She 
thinks senior citizens should 
be assisted with transporta¬ 
tion. 

Fowler struck out at de¬ 
velopers with the statement, 
“Scouting out R-3 property 
not for sale by outside de¬ 
velopers is deplorable.” 

Fowler was involved in 
taking developers to task a 
year ago over proj>erty on S. 
Baldwin that was about to 
be turned into a condo¬ 
minium. Although the area 
in question is R-3 (multi¬ 
ple family dwellings), single 
family residences line the 
street to Foothill Blvd. 

Fowler is a music instruc¬ 
tor in Pasadena Schools. 
Fowler Hits Developers, 
Knealo Questions 
Responsibility 
Ken Kneale, a resident of 
Sierra Madre for over 18 
years, attacked the present 
council when he said, “I’m 
concerned about fiscal re¬ 
sponsibility and account¬ 
ability ... 1 think all 

of you understand that a city 
is a business and it should 
be run that way .... I’m 


not concerned as much about 
TV problems as 1 am about 
other problems (within the 
city).” 

He continued, “I’m con¬ 
cerned about our city govern¬ 
ment, whether it is giving the 
taxpayer the most for his dol¬ 
lars. We’re not getting that 
in Sierra Madre right now.” 

Kneale is a real estate 
broker. 

Incumbent Charles Corp 
extended a welcoming hand 
to those newcomers who are 
running for City Council 
when he said, “It’s good 
others are running for office. 

I welcome it.” 

He acknowledged the city’s 
financial problems and said, 
“Ideas to raise other reve¬ 
nues have run into other 
problems. So far the city has 
not had expenses over its in¬ 
come since Prof>osition 13 
passed . . . You can’t raise 
license fees. We have to man¬ 
age our city finances. I’m a 
CPA. 1 have been for about 
100 years it seems like,” he 
quipped. 

Then he went on to defend 
the length of time it has 
taken the council to resolve 
the Cable TV problems with¬ 
in the city, “I don’t believe 
the City Council has had a 
problem making a decision. 
We are now in negotiations 
with Teleprompter and have 
resolved most of the prob¬ 
lems the city cable TV ad¬ 
visory committee were un¬ 
comfortable with.” 

Corp concluded, laughing, 
“I’m sometimes right and 
sometimes wrong. But never 
in doubt.”

no charge on basic additional 
outlets; and the original term 
of the existing franchise has 
been trimmed to 10 years 
with a six-year option to re¬ 
new. 

These last three points were 
hammered out away from 
the council chambers Tues¬ 
day evening and Martin told 
the council. “The ordinance 
is the basic framework that 
requires two readings. The 
resolution will be adopted 
concurrently with the second 
reading (which should be ac¬ 
complished April 13). We are 
in the final position — the 
take it or leave it positions. 

In my opinion we have no 
further to go in negotia¬ 
tions.” 

He referred to the many 
months he and Teleprompter 
attorneys have been wrang¬ 
ling over 30 specific points in 
the franchise that bothered 
the Cable TV Advisory Com¬ 
mittee headed by James 
Ryder. 

As of Tuesday evening the 
negotiators had compro¬ 
mised on 27 of those points. 
The other three, listed above, 
were finally shaped as of that 
evening’s council meeting. 

Mayor Pro Tern Carlyle 
Griffin agreed that it was 
time to make a decision when 
he said, “I feel we should 
close out this thing and get 
it under control.” 

Councilman Clem Bartolai 
said, “About six weeks ago 
I was prepared to make a 
decision. We delayed be¬ 
cause of public input. It is 
difficult to be accused of in¬ 
decision. The entire council 
worked on this and worked 
very hard. I’m prepared to 
make a decision now.” 

Charles Corp, councilman, 
stated, “I think TV is still 
a problem despite the fact 
we’ll put the ordinance on 
the first reading. We have 
had bad SCTvice in this city... 
We must continue to monitor 
the system ... If things 
don’t work out, the council 
still has the power to re¬ 
voke. But I think we’ll be 
a step ahead to accept this 
(ordinance) ... We have 


to do our best to figure out 
what is best for Sierra 
Madre.” 

During the voting. Coun¬ 
cilman Tom Edwards first 
voted no for the first reading, 
then realized he was not 
voting against the franchise 
agreement. At that point, all 
councilmen voted for the 
first reading of the ordin¬ 
ance. 

Following the council’s de¬ 
cision, Dan Heiser, manager 
of Teleprompter Cable TV 
in Sierra Madre, told the 
News, “The pressure’s not 
off me. My superiors are 
probably putting more pres¬ 
sure on me to make sure 
this thing is cleaned up. Per¬ 
sonally I have committed 
myself to making sure every¬ 
one has a good position. 
We’re not going to sit back 
iust because we have an agree¬ 
ment.” 

He replied to the number 
of employees presently at tl.e 
cable TV company: three 
main men, the plant manager 
and plant engineer, three in¬ 
stallers, an office manager, 
two dispatchers, four cus¬ 
tomer service people and a 
public relations woman. 

How many contractors are 
there? They vary, he said, as 
the type of work load varies. 

In spite of the City Coun¬ 
cil’s decision, members of 
the Cable TV Advisory Com¬ 
mittee to the Sierra Madre 
City Council have written a 
letter to Dane E. Ericksen 
and S. Marti-Volkoff at the 
Federal Communication 
Commission, asking about 
the possibility of a trustee¬ 
ship system which has been 
used in other areas. 

A call to the FCC office 
in San Franciso brought no 
new information about trus¬ 
teeships since S. Marti-Vol¬ 
koff was not familiar with 
the term. 

He said, “We are an en¬ 
forcement office of the sys¬ 
tem and all other aspects 
should flow from Washing¬ 
ton. Everything (all informa¬ 
tion) we have goes to the 
Cable Television Bureau 
there.”

Criticism ieveled 
against poiiticians

The date March 17 was *he wearing of 
the green for many, but for myself and the 
League of California Cities, It was a “March 
on the Capitol to Share the Green.” 

For the first time in the league’s history, 
a mass meeting of the mayors and council 
members was held to tell the Governor and 
the State Legislators that “enough Is enough.” 

Sierra Madre and the other California 
cities have cut their expenses and budgets 
to the bone. The state has Increased Its 
expenses and are prepared to pay for the In¬ 
crease with the Governor’s budget 1982-83. 

This budget would take $250 million from 
the cities’ share of the vehicle license fee (In 
lieu tax). 

This means a 69% drop or a cut equaling 
$14 per city resident. 

In Sierra Madre, it would mean monies 
for road repairs would not bo there. Pot holes 
will be getting bigger and the citizens will 
bounce along. 

Representatives of Duarte and Monrovia 
and I met with Sen. Richardson after the 
morning protest meeting to remind him the ex¬ 
penditures of the state operations have grown 
61.9% since 1979-80, while city expenditures 
have grown only 28.8% for the comparable 
period. 

The number of state employees has grown 
by 7849 since Proposition 13, while the num¬ 
ber of city employees has declined by 9100 
over the same period. 

It is time for the state to take Proposi¬ 
tion 13 seriously and take their percentage of 
cuts in manpower and expenses. 

If local governments are to survive, the 
state must stop creating bureaus such as the 
latest one on “Cutting Red Tape” and cut 
down their expenses. We can not wait any 
longer and have the cities carry these luxury 
costs. 

I call on the local citizens to let Assem¬ 
blyman Richard Mountjoy and State Senator 
Bill Richardson know the governor’s budget 
must be changed.

Council Passes TV Ordinance

ed, “The system (Tele¬ 
prompter) has improved tre¬ 
mendously. Teleprompter has 
done an extraordinary job of 
getting their act together.’’ 

James Ryder, chairman of 
the advisory committee, said 
this week, “The study (by 
the advisory committee) has 
accomplished one thing; we 
have the cable TV down to 
the poles. Those last inches 
to the house are easy. All 
they have to do is put in 
96*% shielded cable to the 
TV set from the pole.’’ 

In spite of that, the com¬ 
mittee continued to call for 
revocation of the franchise 
Tuesday evening “because . . . 
of the variability of the signal 
quality — Channels 2, 4 
and 5 were very poor imme- 
diatley after FCC testing.’’ 

Mayor Elaine Rudolph 
asked Ryder, “In what capa¬ 
city would a trusteeship oper¬ 
ate? What sort of teeth 
would it have?” Ryder said 
he knew little about it but 
suggested it anyway as a pos¬ 
sibility. 

^ Marlin explained that some 
companies go into trustee 
ship “when matters are so 
bad” but he added, “Tele¬ 
prompter is not ready for 
this.” 

The second reading of the 
ordinance is planned for the 
next City Council meeting. 

The council urged City 
Administrator James McRea 
to get an estimate for re¬ 
moving the large European 
elm trees in the downtown 
area to make room for ficus 
trees. The city merchants’ as¬ 
sociation at the last council 
meeting suggested a jointly- 
funded project to improve 
the profile of Sierra Madre 
Blvd. 

That project included re¬ 
moving the eight elms be¬ 
tween Auburn and Baldwin 
Avenues on Sierra Madre 
Blvd. An additional three are 
located on N. Baldwin be¬ 
tween Sierra Madre Blvd. 
and E. Montecito. They sug¬ 
gested replacing those trees 
with ficus which would cost 
about $150 each or $1950 in 
all. 

In addition to planting 
costs, some sidewalk repairs 
for tree wells would be re¬ 
quired. If the work was per¬ 
formed by city crews, an aver¬ 
age of three hours for each 
tree would be required by a 
two-man crew. 

However, Valley Crest 
Landscaping informed Mc¬ 
Rea that the size of the 
elm trees requires a cost of 
$1500 per tree for transplant¬ 
ing. They recommend leaving 
the trees as they are or cut 
them down because trans¬ 
planting would cost so much. 

They say the trees are 
“Good specimens and attrac¬ 
tive in their present location.” 

McRea stated that it would 
not be economical to remove 
the curbing and sidewalk. 

Twenty-three trees would 
need trimming and the cost 
would be $70 for each tree. 
McRea suggested removing 
the elm trees and not trans¬ 
planting them, and “let the 
merchants’ association .do 


the rest.” 

However, an environmen¬ 
tal impact report which takes 
15 days would be necessary 
before any action is taken. 

One of the councilmen 
asked, “Do the city crews 
have that kind of time?” 

Betty Jackson, speaking for 
the merchants, said, “To as¬ 
sure our good faith, we ask 
you to help us with this pro¬ 
ject. We are planning a park¬ 
ing lot sale at 1(X) W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd. April 24 and 25 
to allow the merchants to 
raise funds.” 

Councilmen allowed them 
a temporary use permit for 
the sale at that location. 

Decision about the trees 
will be put on the next 
agenda. 


Don Jackson, also repre¬ 
senting the merchants’ as¬ 
sociation, appealed to the 
council to order a moratorium 
aganist non-retail occupancy 
in the downtown area be¬ 
cause “I don’t think we should 
allow anything but businesses 
producing 6*% retail tax. 
There is an influx of offices 
occupying retail stores. More 
accounting and pay offices 
will be disastrous for retail 
operators. The former Dumas 
building has already been 
converted and Ed Ward is 
contemplating converting his 
building to offices ■” 

City Attorney Charles Mar¬ 
tin interjected, “Normally, 
moratoria are recommended 
by the Planning Commission. 


It would take an ordinance, 
study, a decision and then a 
moratorium. But the mora¬ 
torium must come from the 
Planning Commission.” 

Councilmen decided to 
contact the commission 
members and urge them to 
call an emergency meeting to 
discuss this problem since it 
would be nearly a month 
until their next meeting.
